Raises Game Birds 
With Incubators, 


MARSFIELD, Mass., Aug. 16.—To 
L. B. Sherman, inanager of the state 
game farm at Marshfield goes the 
distinction of being the first man to 
successfully raise game birds, par- 
tridge and pheasants, by the incuba- 
tor method : 

Sherman has thus far this year 
raised more than five thousand pheas- 
ant chicks in the twelve incubatcrs 
at the farm. He prefers incubators to 
setting hens and will use no, other 
method. English and Scotch gamc- 
keepers had for years regarded the 
hatching of game birds in incuba- 
tours as impossible. They contended 
that the absence of the mother bi-¢ 
would leave the young birds helpless 
to break out of the shells. Sherman 
has disproved this theory and in ad- 
dition to the five thousand healthy 
chicks now on the farm he has a

LONDON. Aug 16 Despatches 
from Bombay and Lahore say that the 
firing of a chain of bonfires to warn 
of the bursting of a giacial dam in 
Kashmir, India, caused a great exodus 
from the valley of the Indus The 
flood did not come, although the exo- 
dus is continuing 

What happened or is happening at 
the glacial dam on the Shyck river 
is a mystery yet to be solved 

The first report that the dam had 
burst was officially confirmed. This, 
however, was followed by an equally 
official denial and everybody is awalt- 
ing an explanation 

Wait in Vain 


How the chain of bonfires which the 


government prepared long ago to warn 
the mountaineers of the flood’s ap- 


proach came to be ignited is not 
known. One theory ts that a sudden 
accidental blazing of one of the 


watcher’s camp fires was mistaken for 
the signal that the dam had burst 
When news of the fires reached the 
Jower levels and plains. officials has- 
‘ened to their posts of duty accom- 
panied by photographers and report- 
ets. They waited in vain for the rush 
of water which was expected 

The despatches from Bombay and 
Lahore say that dwellers along the 
predicted course of the flood hurriedly 
made use of every means of transpor- 
tation to regain places of safety 
Military aeroplanes rose to watch the 
Progress of the waters and warn the 
remote villages. General alarm pre- 
vailed. This alarm has not ceased al- 
though the warning was cancelled and 
villages are continuing their exodus 

It is stated that the consumption 
of the bonfires ‘rough the false 
alarm will not prevent another warn- 
ing when the dam bursts, as a‘ double 
chain of fires has been prepared and 
the watch is unrelaxed

I print this letter with great plea- 
sure, for it raises a question in which 
I should like to interest the general 
public.

Applied psychologists apply their 


psychology to very different fields. Of 


the five or six hundred members of | 


the American Psychological Assovia- 
tion, by far the majority hold teach- 
ine positions. Teaching psychology 
will always be a prominent career 
for psychologists. Mony if these 
combine some application with teach- 
ine’ and the courses in anplied psy- 
choloev are always popular. 

Among the “applied” psychologists, 
the largest group are the educatoinel 
psychologists. They are applying 
vrinciples of psychology to the nro- 
cesses of education.

The three R’s are more than studies;

erally. The most desirable term for 
this branch of the profession is 
“Consulting Psychologist.” and that 
| sien ts likely to be more and more 
commonly met with in those sections 
ot the large cities where physicians 
congregate. The ills that flesh and 
mind are heir to are so closely ve- 
| lated that many patients need = the 
combined aid of a physician and a 
psychologist 
| Here is a profession requiring gre it 
skill in the science of human nature 
and the art of human treatment. 
Fundamentally, the neurologist or 
nerve specialist, and the psychiatrist 
or mind specialist, occupy this do- 
main Every responsible consulting 
| psychologist will constantly consult 
physicians, es similarly many of his 
cases are referred to him by physi- 
cians who recognize a mental element 
in their patients’ difficulties. This 
| relation of psychiatry and peychology 
{s now well understood. The psycho- 
analysts form one school within the 
group 

The industrial psychologist orcupies 
an important field. Many of the 
problems of manufacture, publicity, 
management and personnel are funda- 
mentally psychological; and the num- 
ber of large industrial plants that 
employ not only an employment psy- 
chologist, but maintain a testing lab- 
oratory, is already considerable. Here 
helong also the several agencies, pub- 
lic and private, for vocational guid- 
ance. Finding the right job is so 
vital to mental fitness that we Te- 
quire a dozen such guidance bureaus 
for every one .now in operation. 

Clearly there is abundant room 
and demand for psychologists outside 
the teaching profession. The schools 
need them and more and more are 
employing them; the courts need 
them and in many a juvenile court 
the psychologist is the right-hand 
man of the judge; the doctors need 
them to take over cases requiring the 
careful analysis and treatment of 
mental difficulties; business needs 
them in its complicated development; 
society needs them to participate in 
the several movements for social wel- 
fare. 

In view of these demands, it is not 
surprising that all sorts of protenders 
with no fitness for their cuinng 
make extravagant claims for what 
they can do to relieve human ills, read 
character, develop rare powers, com- 
mand success, advise as to love, home 
and business affairs. Some of them 
may be sincere but misguided, ped- 
dling worn-out systems of superstitious 
days: more of them are just exploit- 
ers of ignorance and credulity. They 
call themselves practical psychologists, 
but they constitute a menace to the 
true profession. It is important that 
the public be properly informed as ‘to 
the true status and prospects of car- 
eers in psycholo~~

BANKS AND COMPETITION 


The merger of the Bank of Commerce 
and the Standard Bank has drawn a good 
deal of hostile criticism to the Government 
for permitting the amalgamation. Not so 
much on account of the transaction itself 
as because this is the latest of a series of 
amalgamations which has reduced the 
number of chartered banks in Canada in a 
decade from twenty-seven to ten 

This, it is said, means that “the money 
power” of the country is being concentrat- 
ed in contro! of a few men. The money | 
which the banks contro! they can use for 
just one purpose. They may loan it for 
the carrying on of business. What is evi- 
dently meant, therefore, is that reduction | 
in the number of banks means a lessening | 
of competition among banks in the making 
of loans. That is probably true. 

But what would the critics have in this | 
day of merging to eliminate competition? 
Farmers “merge’’ to sell their wheat. | 
Wage-earners merge to sell their labor. 
Manufacturers merge to market their pro- 
ducts. Retailers merge, or form associa- 
tions, to regulate prices for their wares 
Is it to be laid down that people in all other 
occupations may merge if they want to, 
but that people who have invested money 
in bank stock may not pool their interests 
in order to avoid competing with each 
other in lending money to parties who are 
not likely to repay it? 

It may be that bank mergers make it 
more difficult to borrow money, under 
eonditions where the competition of a 
rival would cause a banker to take an op- 
timistic view of the probability of it being 
repaid, But it should also, and to the 
same extent, make for the security of the 
bank stock holder and the depositor. And
